Which now goes for Three Shit- 
lings, the bringers in of them are to receive 
our T hree of the ſame ſtamped Ninepences, 
which are then to paſs at 1 welve Pence a-

manner: into any one of the ſaid places, which

ITI. 


That T heir Majeſties would be graciouſly 
pleaſed ( for the omg of the future 
clipping, &c. of the currant Coyn of this 
Realm ) to, cauſe their Royal Proclamation 
for the crying down of clip'd Money from 
being any longer Currant, and to be refuſed 
in all Payments whatſoever; and: be from 
thence deemed no longer Money but Bullion. 
After all the weighty Money of Gold and Si]- 
ver is ſtamped, as aforcſaid, then the ſaid 
clip'd Coyn or Bullion ( by another Procla- 
mation ) is to be brought, or ſent, jn Specie, 
unto Their Majeſties ſaid Mint, to be melred 
down, and coyned into milled Money, wigh 
their new raiſed Value and Weightto be cx- 
prefled in their ſeveral Coyns, not deviating 
trom the uniform Standard that now is, the 
Owners or bringers in of the ſaid clip'd Mo- 
ney, hall deliver into the Office of ye Mint 
Four Pieces of any one kind, and they ſhal! 
receive out from thence Three weigh 
ſtamped pores of the ſame Coyn in full liew 
thercof, being of equal Value to what the 
Owners received and took them for ar 

z and fo in proportion to greater Num- 
bers, as in the foregoing Paragraphs, the 
Owners will thereby be no Looſers for ſo 
profitable an Exchange.

That the rang of the Currant Co 
Exglaud thus, will not only bring in 
Money both of Gold and Silyer,

Majeſties Mint, and other placcs appointed, 
to be Stamped, as aforclaid, for no Money 
which has not the ſaid Stamps are to go for 
no more then they now pals for , till chey 
have received the ſaid Stamps; and if any 
of the ſaid Money ſo Stamped ſhould after- 


wards be Clipped, Filed, Drilled, or Waſh-- 


ed, and fall ſhorr of their ſaid Weight, they 
are not then to pals as Currant Money, but 
to be refuſed by all Pcrfons who are to re- 
cclve the fame.

Thar if all rhe Currant Money in Eng- 
land were brought into the Mint to be melt- 
cd down, to have a greater Allay added to 
the New Coyn, and the faid New Coyn 
railed ta a higher Value then, the preſent 
Coyn now goes for, as ſome Perſon has 
propoſed in Print .ſo to do, purpolely to 
raiſe Their Majeſtics great Sums of Money 
thereby 3 now if this Project were to take 
effect , it would draw a greater Evil upon 
the Kingdom then the Clip'd, Light and 
Falſe, Money does ; and the reaſon thereof 
is, ſuch Money will be eaſily Counterfeited 
with the ſame fineneſs, becauſe the Gold 
and Silyer is not as yet raiſed to a higher Va- 
Jae, which will incourage, increaſe, and in- 
rich, Numbers of Unlawful Coyners, to 
the Impoveriſhing of this Kingdom. Bur 
the raiſing of rhe Currane Money to a high- 
er Value above the Intrinfick, is both Ho- 


nourable , Safe, and very Profitable, 9

That if all the Currant Coyn of Gold 
and Silver were promiſcuouſly brouht into 
the Mint to be melted down , and new 
Coyncd to the new raiſed Value, it would 
in all probability rake up above I wo Years 
time to have the ſame performed, which 
Their Majeſties moſt Urgent Occaſions can- 
not permit of , though it is the Pro- 

ſer's chief Aim to have the Currant Mo- 

ey to be Milled, which is a work of time, 
but the broad and weighty Money firſt ro be 
Scamped, togerher with all the Plate here- 
after mentioned, which will bring in ſpeedt- 
ly, as he doubrs not of, ſeveral Millions of 


' Money over and above all Charges, in re- 


ard there is an extraordinary Neceſlity, 
Thar a Bountiful Supply ſhould be given to 
1 heir Majeſties, in carrying Vigorouſly oa 
their Chargeable Wars, which will not, on- 
ly be a Safeguard unto this Nation, bur the 
Prefervarion of the Proteſtant Religion both 
at home and abroad ,* and the Eſtabliſhed 
Laws of the Kingdom from being Inyaded,

Money of 
England be aot timely ſtopped, in ſome few 
Years there will not be found amongſt all 
the running Money one- broad Piece bur 
what will be Clip'd, the Guineas Filed, Dril- 
led, and Waſhed, and all the reſt of the 
Money made light, he humbly Conceiy 
there 1s no better way to l mp2 theſe gran 
Abufes , bur by railing the ſaid Money: to a 


higher Value, as is hymbly Propoſed. 
VII1. 

That all the Plate in this Kingdom be 
brought or ſent roconvenient places appoint- 
ed,in all the Cities and great Tong Where- 
by every piece of Plate, great or ſmall, may 
receive I heir Majeſties Royal Stamp to be 
ſtruck upon each Plate X them, and the 
Owners of the ſaid Phe to pay unto Their 
Majeſties for the ſaid Stamp Fivereen Pence 
per Ounce, being one Penny leſs co the faid 
new railed Value u pon Money, which Plate 
{o ſtamped, art any time be exchanged 
at Their Majeſties Mint, for ready Money, 


ro the full new raiſed Value, according to 
the weight of the faid Plate; and the Gold- 
ſmichs, and others, which Sell Plate, the 
Buyers are to allow again to the Goldſmiths 
the ſaid Fivereen Pence per Ounce for the 
laid Stamp, till the ſaid bought Plate ate 
brought to the Mint to be Sold as aforcfaid ; 
ſo the Owners of any Plate thus, can be no 
looſers thereby, therefore the Money and 
Plate ought to be raiſed to the ſaid Value, 
tor the Supplying the great Neceſficics of the 


Kingdom.

Price, ) which ſhall- be brought ifito -rhis 
Realm, by reaſon, the Currant Coyn and 
Plate are raiſed to ſo high a Value, * which 
will be a_ meansthat great plenty, of Gold 
and*Silyer will be Imported , about Two 
Thirds thereof ro. be Coyned according to 
the new raiſed Value,, and the other I hira 
ro be Sold in the Mint Offce to the ſeycral

fat Price; faving the Wyer-drawers, and 
Gol-beaters, whole Work cannot be ſtamp- 
ed.” whereby thefe ſaid Artificers may main- 
tail themſelves and Familics, as formerly.

For if the Currant Money 'and- Plate be 
not raiſed thus, "Their Majeſties would be 
inſuftcrable looſers, to-change all the Clip'd 
and Light Money in England and Yales, and 
give out in lieu thereof -Weighty Money, 
purpoſely ro the Benefit of Their Majeſties

Sabje&ts ; whereby this Peſtilefitial Evil, 
which has ſo long over-ſpread' the Land, 
may be healed, and the Lives of Hundreds 
ſaved that would elſe follow that abominable 
Trade of Clipping, Fileing, Drilling, Waſh- 
ing, and -Counterfeiting, of the Curranr 
Money of this Kingdom, who being diſce- 
vered, and taken, are by the Law pur to 
Death for the ſame, for there is. hardly a 
Seffions at the Old-Baily, or Afſizes in the 
Countrey, but there do more or leſs of theſe 
Notorious Offenders ſuffer. Now for alltheſe 
warnings they ſtill go on, and wonderfull 
multiply in cheir Numbers, their Charge fo 
lictle to ſer up, their Profit great, and their 
Trade'being preſently learned, which can- 
not be prevented but by the railing the Price 
thus upon Money and Plate , which un- 
doubredly will prove an caſement to Their 
Majeſtics Subjxs in Their Publick Taxes.

- For had an Aﬀ of Parliament been made 
in the Reign of caw7, Honyng the Firſt, thar 
no Clipd Money' ſhould paſs Currant 'in 
Buying and Selling, nor to be received.it: 
Payments of Money, there would have. 
been little loſs to the. Crown, for 'then there 
was ſcarce Ten Clip'd « Pieces ro Three 
gains now, .befides in all the former 
ings Reigns, till King Charles the Second, 
all rhe Gold was Weighed, and not other- 
wiſe taken, purpoſely to prevent the Waſh- 
ing of them light; and ever fince the laſt 
Civil-Wars in England Gold paſſeth with- 
out Weighing , inſomuch , that there is 
hardly to be tound one old Piece of Gald' 
bur what is extreamly diminifhed in Weight 
by Waſhing, unleſs: hoarded up, and the 
3uineas begin to fall into the like Diſtemper 
oy Fngs Drilling, and Waſting, of them 
ghr ; and for preventing of the like Fvyil 
PraRices, there 15 a N Y, thar all Pie= 


ces' of Gold after they are: , as 4 
foreſaid , all Receivers, or 5 Holm : of 


Gold, ſhould Weigh and Gage their Pieces 
ro ſee thar they/agree to the FX Stamp, and 
this way will hinder the making of /Gold 
light; and likewiſe the Crown and Half 
Crown Pieces of Silver to be alſo Weighed 
and Gaged, will alſo prevent the Counter- 
feiting of Money for the future. Now for 
all theſe Weighty Reaſons given , the Cur- 
rant Money and Plate ought to be raiſed to 
the ſaid Value. |
